Chicago, Jan. 29.—Rain, snow, sleet 


and a high wind which reached a max- 
imum of seventy-four miles at Kansas 
City created climatic 
chaos in the 


middle west today. Trains were de- 
layed and telegraph wires were pros-" 
trated in every direction, particularly 
west of St. Louis and north of Chicago. 
The barometer in the local weather 
bureau stood at 29, only .25 higher 
than tins minimum record here, and 
but little higher than the known rec- 
ord anywhere In the country.

"It may 
sound startling, but as a matter of 
fact their superior training tends to 
place them in the front rank, whether 
their occupation be beggary or some- 
thing more respectable." So said Dr. 
Harvey Graeme Furbay, secretary of 
the Christian Industrial Alliance, at 
No. 170 Bleecker street, yesterday. 


"There are not a great many of 


them,"%he went on. 
"The class is 


small and select. They are absolute- 
ly unorganized, but they are never- 
theless a distinct problem in the reck- 
oning of charitable institutions. The 
question of dealing \ylth them is ser- 
ious, because It is surprisingly difll- 
cult, and these men are clever beyond 
the capacities of any ordinary bum.

No 
man who has been a drunkard, who 
understands drunkards, needs any ex- 
planation of the effectiveness of such 
a trick, and 'Chesty Lee' has learned 
It to perfection. The 'shakes' is the 
result of long drinking. It differs from 
the ordinary tremor and consists in

Albany, N. Y.. Jan. 29.—United; 


States Senator-Elect Root yesterday ' 
addressed the senate and assembly in | 
joint session. He told the legislature i 
that he believed there,were two dan-' 
sers, due to the devclopniept of this' 
country. 


One he said was the danger of the 


national government breaking down i 
in its effective machinery through the 
burdens that threaten to be cast upon 
it. 


"On the other," he continued, "is 


the danger of breaking down the lo- 
cal self-government of the states." 


"The tendency of vesting all powers 


in the central government at Wash- 
ington," he said, "is to produce' the 
decadence of the powers of the states. 
Now do not misunderstand me. 1 am 
a convinced and uncompromising na- 
tionalist of the school of Alexander 
Hamilton. 


Believes In Power of Executive. 


"1 believe in the exercise of the 


executive, the legislative, and the ju- 
dicial powers of the national govern- 
ment to the full limit of the constitu 
tional grants as those grants were 
construed 
by John 
Marshall 
and 


would be construed by him today. 


"But I believe that the founders 


of the republic bulldcd more wisely 
than they knew when they set. the 
limits between the exercise of that 
national power and the exercise of the 
local powers by the states. And while 
I believe iu the exercise of the na- 
tional power throughout th- province 
of the constitutional grants of nation- 
al power 1 believe also In the preser- 
vation of state power within the lim- 
its of its constitutional authority. 


Officrs Must Observe Limit. 


"Further than that I believe that 


I the essential quality of free goveru- 
' meat is to be found in the observance 


by all public officers of the limita- 
tions set by law upon their powers. 


"I am opposed to the direct election 


of senators, as I am opposed' to the 
initiative and 
referendum,' because 


these things are based on the idea 
:hat the people cannot elect legisla- 
tures whom they trust. They proceed 
upon the idea of abandoning, the:.at- 
tempt to elect trustworthy and com- 
petent state legislatures. 


"If you abandon that attempt, if 
>u begin to legislate .or to amend 


constitutions upon that theory, what 
becomes of all the other vast powers! 
of the- state "legislatures in maintain- 
ing, the system of local self-govern- 
ment -under the constitution? 


... 
States Must Use Rights. - 


"Evidently if the powers of 
the 


states are 'to he • preserved arid their 
authority 
is to be 
continued, the 


states must exercise their powers. 
The only way to maintain the powers 
of government is to govern. Let rhs 
say that the .men who make the most, 
noise about state rights are apt to be 
the men who''are. the most willing and 
-the most-desirous to have the nation- 
al "government step in and usurp the 
.fnnctiohs of a state when there is an 
appropriation carrying with it the 
usurpation. 


"The men who are found opposing' 


maintenance of the authority of tne1 


treaty provisions of the United States, 
made under the express grant of- pow- 
er in the constitution are apt to -bej 
the men who are anxious to have 
the government come into their states 
and spend-no end of money in doing 
the things that the states ought to do 
themselves in the exercise of their 
own powers. 


"But the invitation of the national 


government to assume this and that 
duty within the limits of a state is 
an invitation to set up a national pow- 
er to the exclusion, the ultimate ex-' 
elusion, of state power.

It was the hall of the great Sanhe- 


drin, the supreme court of the Jewish 
people. It adjoined the temple. It 
was of hewn'Stone, and it opened into 
the court of the priests. In this same 
court was the brazen altar for burnt 
offerings. 
The seats, seventy-one in 


number, were arranged in the form 
of a semi-circle. The high priest sat 
in the center; at each end was a 


t scribe, who took notes of the proceed- 


• Ings. The bar, where both prisoners 
and witnesses were brought, was the 
central space. Almost every town of 
any size had its local Sanhedrin, num- 
bering from three to twenty-three 
members, according to population. 
Noted Prisoners Before the Sanhedrin. 


They were the apostles Peter and 


John, who had been apprehended 
while preaching to .the people in Solo- 
mon's Porch after the healing of the 
lame man at the Gate" Beautiful. They 
were kept in prison over night, be- 
cause the Sanhedrin could not law- 
fully sit but in the daylight. The only 
charge brought against them was that 
the resurrection of Jesus was.the 
theme of their discourse. 


Jesus himself had stood in that 


same court room," and probably before 
many of the same Sanhedrists. If so, 
they were the very men who had con- 
demned Jesus to death, but did not 
dare to carry out their sentence, even 
when Pilate told them to do as they, 
pleased with Jesus. These facts did 
not intimidate Peter and John; on the 
contrary, they were reminded of what 
Jesus had said: 
"A servant is not 


greater than his lord. If they perse- 
cute me, they will also persecute you." 
And these words gave them strength 
and courage. 


The 
Sanhedrists recognized 
the 


strange power of Peter, and John, for 
it is said that they toolc knowledge of 
them that "they had been with Jesus." 
They recognized 
a 
superiority in 


word and manner, which did not be- 
long to uneducated fishermen, as they 
knew Peter and John to be. 
The Gospel Preached tto the Sanhedrin 


It was Indeed a strange place in 


which to utter such a message. The 
preacher was Peter, .whose boldness 
rad become consecrated. The prelude 
.o the sermon was a reference to the 
good -deed that had been done'in heal- 
ing the lame 
man in.the name of 


Jesus. They could not deny the heal- 
ing, for with Peter and John stood the 
man himself. 
Probably Peter spoke 


at some length concerning the matter, 
and then came the stiriging rebuke, 
"The same Jesus whom ye crucified, 
whom God raised from the dead, even 
In him doth this man stand here 
whole." The Sanhedrists were almost 
ready to attack the preacher. But he 
desisted not, and put an illustration in 
his sermon, which planed the highest 
honor upon Jesus. The preacher re- 
minded 
them 
of that 
wondrouslj 


carved stone about which there had 
been so much rejoicing when it hac 
been lifted to its place to complete 
the building of the temple, the head 
stone of the corner, the most honorec 
stone in the whole temple, and with 
that stone 
Peter 
compared Jesus 


There was sarcasm in his reference to 
the builders of the temple, who in 
their ignorance had for a long Urn. 
let that stone lay upon the ground 
wholly unable to determine Its use 
And Peter plainly said to the Sanhe 
drists. "Jesus is the atone which" wa 
set at nought of you, the builders." 


And then Peter boldly declared th 


gospel message: that only in the narn 
of Jesus Is salvation 
to be founc 


The Sanhedrists were in the mood o 
condemning Peter to death, as the; 
had done Jesus, but they recognize! 
that the apostles of Jesus had becomi 
popular, that even while the arres 
and trial were going on the influenc 
of their prisoners 
had caused twi 


thousand more persons to be added t 
the church of Jesns Christ, so tha 
there were now five thousand con 
verts in all. "All men glorified Go 
for that which was done." 


The Sanhedrists could not "tlcn 


what had beea done in the healing of 
the lame man; they were afraid1 of 
the people, and the only way out, as it 
seemed to them, was to charge Peter 
and John that they should henceforjh 
not speak of Jesus to the people! It 
was the height of folly, the weak ac- 
tion of men in a dilemma. 


It was the great Sanhedrin that had 


rendered the verdict, but Peter and 
John appealed their case to the high- 
er court of heaven: 
"Whether it Is 


right, In the sight of God, to hearken 
unto you rather than unto God." And 
.so Peter and John took themselves 
out of the jurisdiction of the Sanhe- 
drists, saying: "We cannot but speak 
the things which we saw and heard." 
"And they let them go." 


Two Courageous Men. 


Peter and John, when they left the 


court of the Sanhedrin, went directly 
to a house where they knew that the 
other apostles and 'tlrelr friends were 
gathered together praying for them. 
And there they prayed for them- 
elves: 


"And now, Lord, behold their threat- 
nings: and grant unto thy servants, 
hat with all boldness they may speak 


"The idea of a lean-to religion is

Weak characters can not stand alone 
like mansions; but must needs lean 
on others, like miserable shops which 
nestle under certain cathedrals." In 
contrast with that "sort of folks is the 
old couple converted at a meeting, 
who went home with Instruction that

Neither of them could sing or read, 
and they were untaught in prayer. 
-However, they knelt down, the pa- 
triarch swung his hat over his head, 
and said, "Hurrah for Jesus!" He did 
his best, and the angels could have 
lone no more. If may seem almost 
startling in its roughness, but second 
thought will show its sincerity and 
heroism. 


What serene courage was shown by 


the priests who went on with the 
rites of the temple as if there were no'

try life commission. 
The President

life commission and

more. 


"Whether the Indiana man be a real 


farm hanl or not he pretty well knows 
the conditions existing on too many 
farms, and his suggestions are of great 
value. 


"I have been a farm hand just long 


enough." says the President's corre- 
spondent,, "to learn the cause of so 
. many sons and daughters and well- 
meaning, reliable farm hands leaving 
the beautiful farm and country and 
going to the city. A lack of order £.:id 
system on the farm and too long 
hours for a day are driving the best 
minds from the farm to the city and 
shop. 
What can be expected of a 


hand, or the farmer's wife and her 
posterity, in the way of intellectual 
development when they got out of their 
beds at 3:30 in the morning and work 
from that time until 8 or 9 p. m.? And 
no attention paid to the sanitary con- 
ditions (* the home and necessary con- 
veniences on the farm for doing the 
farm work with tho least labor and 
time." 


This man says he has worked for all 


kinds' of farmers, good and bad, and 
he has always had his eyes open to 
detect 'the causes of their success or 
failure. 


Education pays in farming, he says. 


The farmer.who plans out his work 
and carries 'it through in a systematic, 
business-like manner, just as the city 
man 'does, will bo able to shorten the

The animals that chew the cud are 
thus provided with digestive apparatus 
especially fitted to handle cuarse fodder 
ike hay and straw and extract from 
t all of the nutriments contained. 


The first stomach is simply a large 


reservoir into whicl^the partly chewed 
fodder passes when swallowed, there 
to remain to soak for a time In tho

brought to the mouth for mastication. 
Even when swallowed the second part 
of the cud returns to tho first stom- 
ach. 
By this mechanism a thorough 


grinding of the food is assured. 


The material then passes to the third 


stomach, where a set of hooks and a 
tough lining membrane again grind the 
food, acting upon it much as do the 
pebbles in the gizzard of the fowl,

A High Mark in Farming Must

all agree that oats are about the best 
cereal crop of our state to come In 
rotation after corn.

MEAT IS NECESSARY FOR FOWLS 


The majority of enrly cockerels ar 


sold on the market for broilers o 
•fries." It Is thus Important that the 
reach the marketable age as early a 
possible to make room for later hatche 
and the pullets of their own age kept 
for early layers. 
To make the best 


and quickest gain meat in some form 
is essential. 


To demonstrate how necessary this 


animal matter is to the health of the 
fowls the New York state experiment 
station made a number of experiments. 
Two lots of chickens and ducks as 
nearly alike as possible were used in 
the experiments. One lot in each case 
was fed a ration of mixed grains with 
animal meal and fresh bones or dried 
blood. In the one ration two-fifths to 
one-half of tho protein came from ani- 
mal sources, while in the other it all 
came from vegetable sources. 


Starting with chicks one-half week 


old, 
the chicks fed on animal meal 


gained 56 per cent more than those 
on the vegetable diet, although they 
ate only 36 per cent more; they re- 
quired half a pound less of dry matter 
to gain one pound, and each pound of 
gain cost but. 4% cents, as compared 
with 5 1-5 cents for the 
grain-fed 


birds. The animal meal chicks reached 
two pounds in weight (the frying size.) 
more than five weeks before the oth- 
ers, and three pullets of the lot began 
laying four weeks earlier than any 
among the grain-fed birds. 


The experiments showed even more 


striking benefits from the animal food 
in the case of ducks, many of the ducks 
dying on the vegetable diet until but 
twenty were left out of thirty-five at 
the close of the fifteenth week of feed- 
ing. These when fed the meat ration 
made rapid gains. ' 


TYPES OF BELGIUM FARM ANIMALS 


GOOD ORCHARDS PROFITABLE 
TO PREVENT TUBERCOLOSIS 


A good apple orchard can be devel- 
ped during the odds and ends of time 
nd the cost will be practically noti- 
ng to tne average farmer. Of course 
he specialist will be a better fruit 
Slower, but the chances are the general 
ruit grower will produce a barrel of 
pples for less money than the speclal- 
st. 


When trees are properly set out and 
arefully cultivated the first two or 
hree years the roots will penetrate 
eeply and seek larger feeding grounds. 


Orchards should be thoroughly drained 
T the trees will not be able to send 
heir roots down deep in search of 
nineral elements, which are needed to 
nourish the trees and produce a crop 
of fine fruit. 
The physical condition 


of the soil is the cause of many poor 
trees. 


Plant apple trees five or six inches 


deeper than other fruit trees. 


It is a mistake to assume that al- 


ways a. big tree "will come Into bearing 
sooner than a small one. 


If trees that are very small are set 


out they are apt to bo injured toy 
frosts. 


If too big the storms may cause them 


to be seriously injured before the roots 
become firmly fixed. 


A new orchard should be cultivated 


from the start. 


A rag, a bit of elbow sreaso and 


good judgment in assorting will add 
from 15 to 30 per cent to the market 
price of fruit. 


An old broom from which most of 


the brush has been worn off will re- 
move loose bark from the trunks of 
trees and at the same time destroy 
many hiding places of Insects. 


A tree that is properly sprayed and 


cared for, however, seldom has any 
rough bark to remove.

Wood charcoal should always bo kept

A ration made o£ corn, shorts and 


tankage makes an ideal ration. The 
proportion should bo 5 parts of corn, 
5 parts shorts and 1 part tankage. 


Do you know the day when your sow 


is due to farrow and have you provided 
a place where she can be alone and 
supplied with soft, pliable, absolutely 
clean bedding? 


If you buy a pig, whether a prize- 


winner at the state fair or from a 


perhaps the most important is the di- 
gestion of the protein. It converts the 
protein bodies into simpler compounds 
which are soluble and therefore capa- 
ble of absorption. 


Next, it transforms starch into sugar 


and other soluble bodies and then it 
breaks up'the fats into glycerin and 
fatty acids. 


There are other juices secreted by 


the walls of the intestines. They aid 
in digestion largely by converting the 
carbohydrates into a form of sugar, in 
which form they are absorbed. 


The whole aim of digestion is to 


make soluble the food materials eaten. 
They are therefore ground by the teeth, 
then soaked in a succession of acid and 
alkaline liquids that, combined, act 
upon all of the food elements, rendering 
them soluble. 


Notwithstanding the elaborate equip- 


ment for digestion furnished by na- 
ture, it must needs be that part o£ 
the protein, carbohydrates 
and -fat 


taken in the mouth in the form of hay 
and grain must escape digestion. 


As a matter of fact, little more than 


half o£ some of the valuable nutrients 
of the forage crops are absorbed and 
become really useful to the animal. 


Many writers have claimed that wo 


should exercise the same care in the 
selection of our seed potatoes as we 
do in the selection of the ears of com 
that we are to plant. 


Now there is .nacre sentiment than 


sense in such advice, for the reason 
that a potato is not a seed and the 
variations in potatoes are due more 
to soil conditions than to the selection 
of seed. 


Practical experiments fall to show 


that there is much..to be gained by 
selecting seed from the .best. hills at 
digging time or previous .to digging 
as long as good seed is used and it is 
selected and stored in a manner so that 
it will keep fresh and not lose its 
vigor. 
Neither do these experiments 


show that large seed has any ad- 
vantages, but rather that small per- 
fectly formed seed will give better re- 
sults than large seed. 


In sele.ting seed potatoes I believe 


that the best method is to sort them 
carefully when they are stored In the 
cellar, discarding1 all imperfect or de- 
cayed tubers and allowing them to re- 
main there in some dark corner until 
about one week before they are to be 
planted. 


You should then spread them upon 


the ground and expose them to the 
sunlight so as to give the buds a 
chance to make a good vigorous start 
which will not be broken off when 
they are planted. 


Permitting the buds thus to start 


greatly facilitates growth after plant- 
ing. We have found that this method 
is better than using the seed as soon 


$8.52 per acre, making the net loss of 
$3.32 an acre. 


These figures make It appear that 


unless we do better the case Is hope- 
less, and there certainly would be oc- 
casion for despair if we did not find 
encouragement 
in the yields 
from 


lands that have been properly treated. 


One of the best illustrations of a 


large oats crop that is becoming classic 
is that produced on the farm of Frank 
I. Mann near Oilman, in 1906. One 
hundred bushels per acre was raisec 
on natu;ally good land under good sea- 
sonable conditions. 


The seed was a variety o£ oats wel'. 


adapted to the conditions and it was 
well fanned and sifted so that It was 
free from .weed seed and it was raised 
on a farm where the system of agri 
culture is carefully planned for perma- 
nent profit. 


We will never raise oats profitably 


until we set a high mark and arrang 
our system of farming eventually tc 
reach it.

If the house is properly ventilated

sneezing, catarrh, running at the eyes 
and nostrils, bronchitis and roup. 


Then, too, the vices of feather pull- 


ing, egg eating, etc., are apt to present 
themselves, owing to the indoor con- 
finement of the fowls, and this is es- 
pecially 'true when flocks are over- 
crowded. 


Improperly fed fowls are apt to be- 


come overtat during the winter, as they 
do not get the exercise they would 
laturally receive on free range in sum- 
mer or in generous sized runs.

What can we do to raise these large 


crops? It cannot be all done at once. 
There is small use to plan anything 
but a permanent system of agriculture. 
That means sensible rotations and the 
application of plant food every year 
and generation after generation. 


There is no longer any doubt that 


the drill is the best implement for use 
in seeding oats, at least under Illinois 
conditions. One o£ the great advantages 
of drilling over broadcasting is tha 
seed oats are often broadcasted on the 
ground when they cannot be harrowec 
in immediately on account of rain or 
for other reasons. 


At the TJrbana experiment station 


field in 1905 on 18 separate plots where 
one-half of the seed was broadcastec 
and the other half drilled the averag* 
yield per acre in favor of drilling wa, 
12 bushels.

Fitchburg, Mass., Jan. 2D.—The ej 


ecutive committed of the Burban. 
hospital trustees, resumed its secre 
sessions last night in an effort t 
irobe the sensational charges agains 
hospital authorities made by Ma 
garet Cannon, a discharged nursi 
and by various other persons. 


Charges of misbehavior on the par 


of certain nurses and male visitors, 
the drugging of patients 'that nurses 
might have more time for misconduct, 
and the alleged general neglect and 
abuse of patients, constitute the basis 
of the hearings. It is even alleged 
that deaths are attributed to abuses 
charged. 


Miss Cannon comes from Woburn, 


Mass., where she is said to bear a 
good reputation. She was until recent- 
ly a probationer at the hospital and 
was discharged. She sought legal ad- 
vice and formal charges followed. 


Chief among Miss Cannon's accusa- 


tions was one that certain nurses had 
given patients overdoses of morphine, 
that they might not be disturbed in 
their foregathering with visitors and 
male hospital employes. It is report- 
ed that two nurses have corroborated 
statements made by Miss Cannon.

nature are forming to give the west- 
erners the relief they seek, AS well as 
to provide traffic for northbound ships 
of the government on the Atlantic. 


Panama Directors Will Act. 


At the annual meeting of the direc- 


:ors of the Panama Railway company, 
which will be held in New York In- a 
few days, a resolution will be adopted 
which will maintain in force the pres- 
ent rates of transportation on the 
railroad across the isthmus. 
These 


rates, according to practice in the 
past,, are due for a raise at the pres- 
ent time, the railway system there 
having been operated in such a man- 
ner as to lift or lower, its rates accord- 
ing to the actions of transcontinental 
lines. 


The San Francisco delegation has 


appealed to Secretary Wright to main- 
tain, rates as they are at present and 
not to accede to the situation outlined 
by Harriman interests, which would 
demand an increase on average traf- 
fic to $9 per ton, whereas ordinary 
merchandise is now being handled for 
all comers at $8 a ton.

HIS CONDITION GRAVE. 


Dr. Herman Nierman Very 111 Follow- 


ing Surgical Operation. 


Dr. 
H. • G. Nierman, the 
well 


known young physician .who submit- 
ted to a_ surgical operation at St. Jo- 
seph's hospital Monday' morning, re- 
mains in a very serious condition, 
and the outcome is said to be prob- 
lematical, though by no means with- 
out hope. 


Absolute denial was made today by 


attending surgeons of the story to the 
effect that Dr. Nierman had under- 
gone the operation merely to demon- 
strate a theory which he advanced 
at the meeting of the American Med- 
ical society in Washington some 
months ago, though the operation 
was, in fact, the precise form of surg- 
ery which he advocated there. 
It 


is in effect a 'short-circuiting" of the 
intestines to relievo from use a por- 
tion of -the colon, though no por- 
tion of the colon is removed. 


Dr. Nierman was seized by an at- 


tack of vertigo while assisting in 
an operation at the hospital on Sat- 
urday and pitched heavily to the tile 
floor." 
He diagnosed his own case 


and insisted on undergoing the oper- 
ation, outlining precisely the work 
which tbe surgeons were to do, se- 
lected the operator and desired that 
the case be handled without pub- 
licity, declining to even acquaint 
'members of his family with the fact. 
Tt is said the unfavorable symptoms 
which later developed are entirely re- 
moved from the actual seat of the 
operation.
